bs Call to Order 
The meeting was called to order at 2:20 p.m. 


2. Approval of Agenda 


Asst. Dean Adley asked to have the title under 7B changed to B.A.

Minutes of the previous meeting were not available in time for distribution 
prior to the meeting, consequently circulation and approval was postponed 
until the next meeting. 


4. Chairman's Remarks 


a) In reporting on the last meeting of Senate, Dr. Chaikelson said that 
the regulations on multiple submission of projects was finally approved. 
Senate had agreed to refer back to Council the guidelines for pro- 
grammes and courses within small units so that they act as guidelines 
for Council. This will allow Council to route programmes from the 
small units through the Curriculum Committee in the same manner as 
progranmes from ether Bivisions. The Possibility of holding a study week 
in February was discussed and will be considered again at the next 
meeting. The call for the prohibition of holding examinations in 
the final week of the term was approved after some niodification and 
will be circulated to all faculty when it comes into effect. 


b) The Chairman announced that word had been received from F.C.A.C. 
She was pleased to report that faculty in Arts and Science had 
done very well, that there was an increase higher than 45% over 
last year's competition. 
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Question Period and Announcements 


a) Dr. Kornblat reported that Senate had recently established a 
committee to investigate the feasibility of instituting a yearly 
percentage average that would appear on the students records. 

He went on to say that it would appear that in the not too distant 
future Commerce and Engineering will probably be adopting some 

_ sort of guidelines that will indicate when a student is not doing 
very well and to that end this yearly percentage average will be 
used as a guideline to show what cutoff should be attained. He 
added that the system is being designed so that it can be used 
by all faculties should they wish to use it. Dr. Kornblatt 
said that he had brought the subject up because he thought it 
might be useful to start thinking of the question of does the 
Faculty want to institute guideline or a conditional status and 
various other statuses ? 


The Chairman suggested that this subject be put’on an agenda 
for next year. 


b) Dr. Scheinberg said that at the last meeting, at which he was 
not present, there arose a small misunderstanding during the 
debate on the Liberal Arts College. It was his understanding 
that Prof. Krantz indicated that Prof. Bertrand, who had 
attended the meeting to represent the History Department, 
seemed to represent Dr. Scheinberg's ideas in a way that 
contradicted his understanding. Prof. Scheinberg said that 
Prof. Bertrand had accurately represented his ideas, as he 
knew them, and that Dr. Krantz and himself disagree on their 
understanding of the conversations which had taken place. 
Hopefully this was a little tempest in a teapot and that 
those involved would go on to better understanding. 


In keeping with that statement Dean Chaikelson said that the 
Liberal Arts College was not bringing back on the table at 
this meeting the question of the honours programme discussed 
at the last meeting and that there are negotiations going on 
with departments concerning the honours programme.

She recommended it should be rewritten outside 
of Council and perhaps should be circulated to all students who 
register for the courses.
